Saturday Nov. 6 was a day where 
three dozen MCCC members and 
AFSCME employees congregated to 
form a demonstration outside the 
home of Gov. Mitt Romney in 
Belmont» Demonstrators, including 
community college students, marched 
to the Governor’s home holding signs 
and singing songs of protest about the 
Sept. 17 veto of pay adjustments to 
state workers and his poor treatment 
of higher education. 

Also in the demonstrators’ compa- 
ny were cameramen and reporters 
from three different networks and 
policemen from both Belmont and 
Arlington 

Peter Flynn, president of NECC 


professional association, said that they 
were “under the supervision of the 
commonwealth’s finest,” as they 
demanded pay raises, increase in 
funding for school and lower tuition 
rates 

This event was organized by the 
faculty of Roxbury and Bristol 
Community Colleges, which have 
also organized other demonstrations at 
events that were also attended by the 
Governor. 

“Thanks to all the MCCC folk 
who joined me today at the [UMass 
Dartmouth] rally to “unwelcome the 
governor,” said union activist Donnie 
McGee of Bristol Community 
College 

There were over 100 protestors at 
the UMD rally where four different 
media sources conducted news cover- 
age and interviews with students. 

Though the teachers’ protest 
affects the students in a negative way, 
community college students are sup- 
porting their professors’ decision.

Wrecked cars left in parking lot 3 


Questions are raised 
as wrecked cars are 
discovered by many

Many staff members and stu- 
dents at NECC arrived on Monday 
morning to find two vehicles, suffer- 
ing from what appeared to be an 
awkward automobile accident gone 
horribly wrong, resting.in the far end 
of parking lot three. 

The two vehicles, neither of 
which had license plates, were a 
black 1993 Chevrolet Blazer and a 
red 1996 Hyundai Elantra. The 
Elantra had very little damage done 
to it, with small portions of the car's 
body chipped from the hood and 
side. The Blazer, however, had its 
roof caved in severely, a flat tire, and 
just about every window was 
smashed, covering the surrounding 
pavement with glass fragments 

What was it that caused this dam- 
age? Over the weekend, students 


from an EMT class at Northern Essex 
did an exercise involving these two 
vehicles. The idea was to simulate an 
accident in a snowstorm with dum- 
mies and to demonstrate the best pos- 
sible ways to go about removing vic- 
tims from mangled wrecks in the 
event of such an accident, according 
to Katherine Ash, First Shift 
Supervisor for Eagle Security. 

“Sometimes, they would have 
the fire department come down and 
use the jaws of life [on the vehicles] 
to give a first-hand experience. But 
the fire department didn't have them 
this time because of the snow storm,” 
said Ash. 

The two wrecked vehicles were 
delivered to the campus during the 
day on Friday for the EMT class’ les- 
son, and were still in the back of the 
faculty parking lot when doors 
opened on Monday, resulting in a 
high number of panic-motivated calls

of depression during the winter 
months. You worked really hard to 
exercise before the summer months 
so you could look good in that 
bathing suit, only to find your sud- 
denly eating yourself into oblivion 
and gaining unwanted pounds. Your 
not even sure why your eating, some 
might justify all this insanity by 
thinking that these extra few pounds 
will give you more warmth for the 
cold months to come, who are we 
kidding? 

Being among the millions who’s 
always dreaded the beginning of fall,

or what many generations before us 
called the winter blues, now have 
hope to get through those long 
months and feel somewhat normal. 
Excluding of course the holiday 
months, there is no cure for getting 
through those with any normalcy; it’s 


just a matter of survival of the fittest. 


Unbeknownst to me until recent- 
ly, | have learned that the “winter 
blues” is an actual medical condition 
called Seasonal Affective Disorder, 
also called SAD for short. 

In the summer months Serotonin, 
a chemical in the brain is usually 
found to be at its highest levels 
because of longer days of sunlight. It 
is believed that because we have 
shorter days and less sunlight, there 
are lower levels of serotonin being 
produced by some people in the win- 
ter months. When cases were studied 
involving people suffering from 
depression, it has been discovered 
that lower levels of serotonin are 


found, which has also been said to 
occur in healthy people during the 
winter months. 

On the Early Show, Columbia 
University Medical Center’s Dr. 
Michael Terman talked about this 
disorder, he said, “SAD is not just 
feeling gloomy and doomy when the 
weather is not so good outside, but 
SAD 1s really a full-blown depres- 
sion, but it’s predictable for half the 
year, at the same time of year, for 
these people. So they know it’s com- 
ing. And the other half of the year, 
they’re feeling quite well.” 

Terman further explains, “the 
brain sees no signal in the early 
morning. SAD cases become increas- 
ingly worse as one goes up to the 
northern U.S. and Canada. After that, 
he said, “it pretty much levels off. It 
doesn’t get worse than that.” 

Here are some SAD symptoms, 
with Dr. Terman’s comments:

You sit in 
front of it at the breakfast table for 
about 30 minutes a day. It tricks the 
brain into thinking your in the 
brighter season.” 

There is also a book written by 
Norman E Rosenthal called “Winter 
Blues,” if you want to look up more 
information on this matter. You can 
even go on the website normanrosen- 
thal.com/winter_blues and take a test 
to see if you have any symptoms. 

If you do have any symptoms 
the most important thing you can do 
for yourself is to talk to your doctor 
and try to give yourself a much 
brighter winter.

Recycling becomes 
more widespread 
through-out campus

Environmentally friendly 
thoughts of recycling are taking 
Northern Essex Community College 
by storm, as new recycling policies 
are being introduced to both the 
Haverhill and Lawrence campuses. 
In collaboration localized recycling 
centers, new efforts are being made 
to reduce waste at Northern Essex. 

“The city of Haverhill has put a 
dumpster on our [Haverhill] campus 
at no charge to the college. We pay 
for the dumpster and pickups,” said 
Mark Andrews, vice president of 
administration, also noting that 
money coming back from the recy- 
cling often pays for the entire 
process.

Early in 2002, the City of 
Haverhill extended its paper/card- 
board recycling services to the col- 
lege in the form of an agreement. 
There is a special dumpster located in 
parking lot three, better known as the 
faculty parking lot, for recyclable 
materials, according to the recycling 
guidelines for the recycling program 
occurring this academic year. 
Members of Administration at NECC 
provided these guidelines. 

Such items that can be put into 
the recycling program on_ the 
Haverhill campus include paper 
products such as office paper of all 
colors, envelopes, cardboard, manila 
folders, catalogs, paperback books, 
newspaper, junk mail, phone books, 
cartons, and chipboard. On the 
Lawrence campus, plastic bottles and 
cans can also be recycled, according 
to Andrews 

According to the recycling 
guidelines, all buildings on both 


campuses should be recycling all 
used paper, paper products, and car-

Economy affecting enrollment 


A local business 
closes and the 
enrollment declines

This fall’s enrollment figures fail 
to soar with the sour economy. This 
semester's head count, 
number of registered full-time and 
part-time students, have 
since last fall by 117 students, going 
from 6,301 to 6,194. 

“The head count is a little lower 
than we wanted even though we 
expected it,” said Mary Ellen Ashley, 
senior vice president. 

According to Ashley,

Usually in cases like these, when 
a company goes under, the majority

“We have to follow the lead of 


the host city,” said Andrews. What 
each campus can recycle depends on 
the city that the recycling program is 
working under. While some thing 
can be recycled at stations in some 
cities and towns, those same items 
may not be recyclable items in other 
locations. 

On top of all of this, the 
Haverhill campus is also making 
additional efforts by recycling and 
re-using old electronic equipment, 
such as CRT computer monitors, var- 
ious mercury products, telephones, 
and used or obsolete computer equip- 
ment, most of which is handed over 
to the Information Technology 
Department for re-use. 

“These things stay on campus as 
a learning tool, and the college pays 
for the disposal [in the end],” said 
Andrews. “It's a recycling effort that 
is going to help the environment.” 

With every effort, however, are 
the presented problems, such as the 
coatinued contamination of recycled 
goods. Administration staff at 
Northern Essex strongly urges that 
only paper products get recycled on

Another condition to the recy- 
cling program worth noting is that 
students who would like to recycle 
various products from their homes 
should not bring the items in question 
to Northern Essex, using it as a drop- 
off station. Students are advised to 
instead bring their items to the 
Primrose Street Recycling Center, a 
suitable drop-off station located in 
Haverhill, according to Andrews. 

Also involved in this recycling 
program is MassPIRG, a student 
activist group represented on cam- 
pus, and staff member Cliff Clarke, 
Superintendent of the Maintenance 
Department. Clarke is in charge of 
facilitating the recycling program by 
providing blue recycling wastebas- 
kets, as needed, and supervising the 
custodial staff in their use, according 
to the recycling guidelines. 

Also according to the recycling 
guidelines, volunteer MassPIRG stu- 
dents will visit offices sometime in 
the near future to provide a detailed 
list of materials for already existing 
recycling bins. Later on, MassPIRG 
volunteers will also provide recy- 
cling bins for cans and bottles in the 
high-traffic areas of buildings B and 
C. While the city of Haverhill does 
not recycle such things, MassPIRG is

As mentioned earli- 
er, placing such items in a paper-only 
batch can contaminate the entire 
batch. 

According to the recycling 
guidelines, the custodial staff at 
NECC will be responsible for empty- 
ing recycling bins, generally, once a 
week or as needed, provided that the 
bin be at least halfway full. 
Additionally, if an individual has 
requested for a recycling basket and 
would like to check the status of that 
request, he or she can contact Linda 
Hudson, Administration Assistant at 
extension 3922. 

Many students, faculty and staff 
members have been asking questions 
regarding the recycling guidelines 
and suggesting methods on how to 
improve the recycling program.

WASHINGTON (AP) The 
road to White House counsel 
Alberto Gonzales! confirmation as 
the first Hispanic U.S. attorney 
general may run through two con- 
troversial places: the notorious Abu 
Ghraib prison in Iraq and Texas's 
death row. 

Although most senators expect 
President Bush's longtime friend 
and White House lawyer to be con- 
firmed as the 80th U.S. attorney 
general, Democrats plan to use a 
hearing on his nomination to press 
for answers on White House deci- 
sions they think led to the Iraqi 
prisoners scandal. 

Death penalty opponents also 
want Gonzales questioned on how 
the Justice Department will apply 
the federal death penalty given 
Gonzales’ time in Texas as adviser 
to then-Gov. Bush. While Texas’ 
governor, Bush oversaw more than 
150 executions. 


NH town tries vegetable 
oil to run vehicles 
PETERBOROUGH, N.H. 


(AP) Peterborough hopes to join 
other communities using cooking 
grease to help run its town vehicles. 

Selectmen have approved a 
local company's plan to produce 
biodiesel fuel, so the town can use 
the cleaner fuel mixture. 

Innovative Fuel Solutions 
plans to renovate a shed in town 
into a production plant. It's asking 
the town to pay $12,000 for sup- 
plies and promises to provide 
$5,000 of labor per year in 
exchange for a lease. 

Town officials said biodiesel is 
environmentally friendly and will 
help the town become less depen- 
dent on foreign oil, 

Biodiesel fuel contains no 
petroleum and consists of 80 per- 
cent vegetable oil and roughly 20 
percent alcohol and less than one 
percent lye. 

Biodiesel fuel emits less carbon 
dioxide, which is considered a poi- 
sonous gas and has a major impact 
on the atmosphere. 


World Series revelry 
cost UMass $100,000 


AMHERST, Mass. (AP) 
University of Massachusetts police 
spent at least $100,000 quelling 
World Series revelers on the 
Amherst campus last month, 
according to published reports. 

A UMass spokesman said the 
estimated costs for police over- 
time, supplies and staffing during 
two weeks of celebrations for Red 
Sox wins came to between 
$100,000 and $110,000. 

UMass police arrested about 
80 people, including 68 students, 
mostly for disturbing the peace and 
failure to disperse.

Canada offers refuge 
for Americans with 
post-election blues 


SEATTLE (AP) Rudi Kischer 
wants to help those Americans 
who have the post-election blues 
after President George W. Bush's 
second-term victory. 

The Vancouver, British 
Columbia, immigration lawyer 
plans seminars in three U.S. cities 

Seattle, San Francisco and Los 
Angeles— to tell Americans frus- 
trated with President George W. 
Bush's re-election that the grass is 
greener north of the border. And 
that's not just an allusion to 
Canada's lenient marijuana laws. 

“We started last year getting a 
lot of calls from Americans dissat- 
isfied with the way the country is 
going," Kischer says. **Then after 
the election, it's been crazy up 
here. The Canadian immigration 
Web site had 115,000 hits the day 
after the election—from the U.S. 
alone. We usually only get 20,000 
hits.” 

There was so much interest 
that a Vancouver-based Internet 
company, Communicopia, set up 
a new Web site this month— 
www.canadianalternative.com— 
to suggest Canada as a viable 
option for its American clients, 
including anyone concerned about 
constitutional bans on gay mar- 
riage passed in |] U.S. states this 
month. 

“We invite you to get to know 
Canada,” the site says. “Explore 
the richness and diversity of our 
regions. And find out why Canada 
is the perfect alternative for con- 
scientious, forward-thinking 
Americans.” 


Marines find beheading 
chambers in Fallujah 


FALLUJAH, Iraq (AP) U.S. 
Marines have found beheading 
chambers, bomb-making factories 
and even one Iraqi hostage as they 
swept through Fallujah— turning 
up hard evidence of the city's role 
in the insurgent campaign to drive 
American forces from Iraq. 

Marines on Sunday showed 
off what they called a bomb-mak- 
ing factory, where insurgents pre- 
pared roadside explosives and car 
bombs that have killed hundreds 
of Iraqi civilians and U.S. troops. 


Iran promises to stop 
uranium enrichment 


VIENNA, Austria (AP) Iran 
has given the United Nations a 
written promise to fully suspend 
uranium enrichment, according to 
diplomats and Iranian officials, in 
an apparent bid to dispel suspi- 
cions that Tehran wants to build a 
nuclear bomb. 

The move appeared to indicate 
that Iran had dropped demands to 
modify a tentative deal worked out 
on Nov. 7 with European negotia- 
tors. Tehran has now agreed to 
continue freezing enrichment— 
the process to make either nuclear 
fuel or the core for nuclear 
weapons — and also to suspend 
related activities, diplomats said.

The co-op program at NECC has 
helped countless students successful- 
ly jumpstart their careers as profes- 
sionals right here on campus. 
Current student Demetria Williams is 
a young woman who first came to 
NECC while working a full-time job 
at a government agency. Over time, 
Williams became a_ part-time 
employee so that she could get 
involved with school more. 

She had entered the computer 
science program and began her class- 
es with a timid attitude. She was tak- 
ing computer programming, comput- 
er science one - three, advance data 
management and server side pro- 
gramming. 

“I had a hard, hard time some- 
times where | would understand it 
but not get it. I would sit it on the 
classes again so that I would get 
more familiar with the material and 
what being taught,” laughed 
Williams. 

Williams stuck with the classes 
and soon became a tutor for other 


students taking these courses. 

“I had a lack of confidence but 
with tutoring I regained some of it 
because I had improved my skills 
and what I already 
knew,” said Williams. “I saw other 
students struggling the same way | 
did and | knew that | wasn’t alone 
and it helped me. I just hung on.” 

With the encouragement of her 
professors, Williams began the co- 
op program. She began her co-op

After taking a few part-time 
classes she enrolled as a full-time 
student and started living off of her 
savings. 

Hagan had participated in two 
co-op programs. The second co-op 
program helped her to land the job 
that she has today. She worked as a 
lab assistant in the CIT department 
and then qualified for work study. 
She worked in the same department 
for work study for a year and as’ the 
department grew to the Center for 
Instructional Technologies and 
Distant Learning, she was hired. 

Hagan’s job is to work with the 
faculty and run the programs that 
professors use for their online cours- 
es. 

“We help teachers with anything 
and everything, online or in the class- 
room,” said Hagan. 

She graduated with a degree in 
computer applications and web pro- 
gramming and a certificate in web 
page development.

He chauf- 
feurs around New York City’s most 
rich and beautiful debutantes, often 
charming them into the backseat. It is 
Alfie’s philosophy to court as many 
women as he can and never become 


emotionally attached. Although, 
most of the women do. 
Alfie romances a variety of 


women, often simultaneously. 


Among them are Dorie (Jane 
Krakowski), a desperate housewife 
who depends on her weekly dose of 
Alfie to keep her satisfied, Julie 
(Marisa Tomei), a single mom look- 
ing for a commitment from Alfie, Liz 
(Susan Sarandon), an older woman 
who can keep up with Alfie’s fast- 
paced lifestyle, and Nikki (Sienna 
Miller), who is a magnificent beauty, 
but has many flaws underneath. Alfie 
also finds company with his best 
friend and future business partner, 
Marlon (Omar Epps), and Marlon’s 
sassy and beautiful girlfriend, 
Lonette (Nia Long), who is seeming- 
ly off-limits for Alfie. 

With problems stemming from 
his promiscuity, Alfie decides to 
change his life around. However, he 
finds that due to his careless nature, 
he has alienated himself and missed 
many opportunities for true love. 

“Alfie” is a classic film, both old 
and new, which really stands the test 
of time. Not only is it entertaining, 
but it also has an underlying message

The sets were amazing, and the 
costumes just as good and correct to 
the time period of the late 1800's, 
1888 to be precise. 
Even Princess Anna’s (Kate 
Beckinsale) outfit was true to what 
would have been worn in a crusade 
like her family’s; the leather breech- 
es, a leather vest that looks like it 
doubles as a corset with plenty of 
brass to give her some protection, 
boots, a red velvet jacket, and of 


course a cross since she is dealing 
with a vampire. You didn’t expect her 
to fight in a dress, now did you? 

Van Helsing’s costume was also

Mirren, working with the FBI to get 
her husband back. Much of the back- 
ground of the story is filled in by 
Eileen’s interaction with the FBI 
agent who has moved into Hayes’ 
house. 

The viewer learns that Hayes 
sold a lucrative car rental company 
years ago and that he had an affair 
with a woman who worked with him.

Hockey Hall of Fame

On the night of November 8, 
2004, defenceman, Raymond 
Bourque was elected into the Hockey 
Hall of Fame in Toronto. 2004 was 
Bourque's first year of eligibility and 
in deserving fashion he was inducted 
as the No.1 scoring defenseman of all 
time. 

The 5°11”, 210-pound Bourque 
started his career in the NHL after 
being drafted in 1979. Bourque was a 
first round draft choice of the Boston 
Bruins. He became a_ starting 
defenseman immediately with his 
Bobby Orr-like defensive plays. 

Bobby Orr revolutionized how 
the game was played from a defen- 
sive standpoint. He would use his 
finesse, speed and elusiveness to 
make countless scoring chances. 

Single-handedly, Orr would cre- 
atively weave in and out of people 
like the puck was glued to his stick. 
His style of play gave birth to a new 
era of defenseman like Ray Bourque 
and Paul Coffey. 

The strong and durable Bourque 
had an impressive career playing 
1,826 (including playoffs) career 
games. He played 22 seasons in the 
NHL, 21 with the Boston Bruins and 
two with the Colorado Avalanche. 


He made it to the playoff 19 times 
with the Bruins and fell short of the 
ultimate prize in Hockey, The Lords 
Stanley Cup, every time. 

In 2000 Bourque called Harry 
Sinden, then General manager, and 


asked to be traded. His request was 
granted and was traded late in the 
2000 season to Colorado and then 
went on to win the Stanley Cup in 
2001. 


Bourque was a fan favorite in 
Boston. Not only because of his 
impressive play but people of New 
England loved him as a person. 
When he first started with the Bruins 
in 1979 he was given number seven, 


which had been Phil Esposito's old 
number. On December 4, 1987 the 
Bruins held Phil Esposito night at the 
Boston Garden where the team 
announced that number seven would 


be retired after Bourque was done 
wearing it. During the pre-game cer- 
emony, Bourque skated over to 
Esposito and took the sweater with 
number seven off his back and gave 
it to him. From then on out Bourque

wore a sweater bearing the number 
77 for the rest of his career. 
Bourque's career numbers were 
among the best in NHL history as a 
defenseman. He led in goals with

It was unfortunate that 
he wasn't able to bring a Stanley Cup 
to Boston but as we all know it was 
unlikely to happen in Boston, so he 
did what he had to do and went to a 
contending team and finished his 
career with a storybook ending.
